To Lovers of Clean Journalism: 

San Jose State College’s Spar- 
tan Daily ran a short article on 
October. 9 which called attention 
to irregular campus parking. 
Evidently, in an effort to im- 
press, which is an editorial pol- 
icy, the following sentence was 
used: 

“Probably in the history of the 
college the parking hasn’t been 
so ABDOMINABLE.”

Streak With 33-0 Score
